the control of the grain trade they 
held for man-:>years, but which they 
have now lost. Selfish motives are 
the prim: moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they are now taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness 
of the matter. 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com- 
mences to move, in the fall of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of tho Lakes. The grain 
crop of Western Canada is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of nav- 
igation the grait, grown in the west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either 
around the north shore of Lake Super- 
lor or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent lines of railway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The plan of those in favor of a 
sample marfet is that when a carload 
of grain arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is taken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain, dis- 
posed of un that sample. Immediate- 
ly after it has been been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forwerd to its destination which 
may be Tast to Fort William, Eastern 
Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points in the Western Provinces, 
where the grain is used for local con- 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold. This would mean a delay of at 
least one full day. 

The delay in transit of cars arriv- 
ing in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o’clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchar.ce in order to be dis- 
posed of before it closed for fhat 
day, because on Saturdays the ex- 
ehange closes at one o’clock. There- 
fore the samples from the cars ar- 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every car arriving between 
that hour and the hour of opening 
of the grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain in 
Winnipeg‘ until Monday evening. That 
1s,.on Monday afternoon the orders 
for forwarding o 
ation would begin to pour in to-the 
railway companies, and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o'clock 
on Saturday morning would not start 
to move until late Monday afternoon. 

It js of the first importance, in fact 
tt is {mperative, that cars should 
reach their destination and be unload- 
ed without delay, and returned west 
for another shipment. Anything 
that would tend to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded against 

Such is the plain statement of the 
scheme of a sample market, as pro- 
posed by the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change. As a specimen of presump- 
tnous selfishness it has seldom been 
equalled. It is nothing short of a 
barefaced aitemnt to hold v- the 
farmers of th2 West through the man- 
typvlation of their market, for the ben- 
efit of the dealers—the middlemen— 
who always try to get the lion's share 
of anything in sight. They are al- 
ways on the spot. and want the op- 
portunity a first choice affords them 
to glean just what they want. The 
remainder, not desired, 1s allowed to 
pass 0. to the Lakes. -

Rare Roman Coins 


Coins burled for 1,600 years came 
to light at Dompierre, France, when a 
farmer wes levelling his yard. These 
date from the Gallo-Roman period 
and number about 2,800. Of these 
some 2,000 are silver and the rest 
bronze. ‘They had been buried in an 
earthernware vessel placed in a 
stone built hiding place. As to the 
silver coins, these are in a very good 
state of preservation and are fine 
specimens, but the bronze coins suf- 
fered much from the air. A number 
of rare pieces were found in the col- 
lection coming from the reigns of 
some obscure Roman emperors of the 
late period, The oldest coins date 
from the Emperor Trajan (63 to 117 
A.D.) and the most recent from Dio- 
cletian. It is thought that the coins 
were buried about 815 A.D

ts. Every measure is employed 
calm them, and while the officers 
and crew take their appointed stations 
the passengers are told that it has been 
deemed best to take to the lifeboats. 

While the passengers are held in the 
taloons the crew strip the lifeboats of 
their incumbrances, rig the falls and 
then lower themselves in the boats 
from the boat deck down to the upper 
feck, where the boats swing from the 
davits, touching the ship's side just be- 
low the rail. 

Say there are eight lifeboats on each 

ide of the vessel. Lanes are formed 
of members of the crew, and through 
these lanes the women and children, 
tre passed to the officer who stands at 
the railing and who hands the passen- 
gers over the rail into the lifeboat with 
the help of two of the boat's crew. - 

If any men try to break through 
these lines they are thrown back. If 
they persist and become a menace to 
order they may be shot. Bach officer 
ls armed with a brace of pistols for 
use in just such emergencies. 

In each boat there is food of a com- 
pressed sort and water. The beats 
bandle from fifty to seventy persous 
each, including the sailors who man 
tbem. Each boat is commanded by an 
officer, The surgeon, purser, engineers 
and other staff officers take their tura 
in the boats when the list of line offi- 
cers has been exhausted. 

Once the women and cbildren are 
put in the boats the men take their 
turns if there is room dere. 

It should be said that in loading the 
ifeboats absolutely no distinction is 
drawn between the different classes of 
passengers. The women and children 
of the steerage are given the same 
consideration as their sisters in the 
imperia) suits.

tity ov seed is in marked contrast to 
the opinions of many experts 
have been making a study of alfalfa 
for many yeags, in that opinions as to 
the quantity of seed to beésown have 
varied from 13 to 20. pounds to the 
acre. 

Mr. Felger has an excellent stand of 
12 acres, which was seeded with only 
four pounds to the acre in May, 1911, 
on fal’ plowing that had been crop- 
ped the year before. His. plowing 
was done to a depth of five and a 
half to six inches and he believes 
that if he had plowed deeper he 
would have required less seed. His 
seed bed was well prepared and he 
used a 2-horse cultivator four times, 
and harrowed early in the spring. He 
inuculated the soil with soil from a 
neighboring alfalfa field, and despite 
the fact that it was a severe winter 
he noted no loss through winter kill- 
ing. He expects his field will yleld 
two and possibly three cuttings, but 
he plans to use a portion of the field 
in raising seed. 

To prove the success of his theory 
of planting in rows and using only a 
small quantity of seed to secure a 
g00d stand. Mr. Felger has sent to 
the Lethbridge headquarters of the 
International Dry-Farming Congress 
a sample dug up on May 22nd, which 
shows a 15-inch stand and a root sys- 
tem of 31% inches before it was cut 
off with a knife, and it ‘is plainly 
shown that the root was still long- 
er. 

I am going to seed only two pounds 
to the acre next year, says Mr. Fel- 
ger. 1 find that four pounds makes 
too thick a stand, and I am going’ to 
stop up all the holes of my drill ex- 
cept two and thus reduce the amount 
of seed used, and at the same time 
mix my seed with ground “seed. I 
sowed some alfalfa where I used 
every hole of the drill and it required 
13 pounds to the acre. This stand 
was altogether too thick and not as 
good in ts first growth as the field 
of 12 acres which I sowed with only 
four pounds.
